Hon. Frank Oliver Speaks to Largest 
Assembly in the History 
of this City. 


FOUR THOUSAND PEOPLE 
| CHEER HIS ENTRY TO RINK 


He Vigorously Repells Opponents’ 
Attack on Land and Timber 
Administration. 


He Makes the Definite Statement That 
The Hudson Bay Railway Will Be 
Built if the Liberal Government is 
Returned — He 
trasts the Policy of Development 
instituted and Successfully 
Carried Out By the Liberal 
Government With the Policy 2 
Stagnation of the Conservative 
Party—A Policy of Expansion As 
Opposed to a Policy of Slander 
Calumny and Obstruction. 


Uverwhelming proof of the com- 
manding position Hon, Frank Oliver 
occupies in the eyes of the people of 
EKdihonton and of the confidence with 
which the policy of the Dominion 
Government is regarded, was furnish- 
ed by the immense audience which 
greeted him in the Thistle Rink last 
evening, The vast audience which 
thronged this great building made up 
the largest assembly of people in the 
history of the city. The crowd was 
estimated at between 4,000 and 4,500. 
It was composed of hundreds of peo- 
ple who for the first time were afford- 
wi the opportunity of hearing the Min- 
ister of the Interior speak. These 
people knew him only by reputation; 
they knew of him as the man_ to 
whom the progress of this city is in a 
large measure due, and they knew of 
him as a member of the government 
whose policy of settling the West, and 
opening the Last Great West, is being 
successfully carriéd out. They knew 
of him to as a persistent opponent of 
railway monopoly and as a tighter, 
But Hon. Frank Oliver did not appeal 
to the people of Edmonton on his per- 
sonality. “The personal element is 
an incident; the national clement is 
the question,” is the way he put it. 

He signalized his appearance in the 
fighting line eager to do battle as a 
statesman on behalf of the cause he 
has served so splendidly with a speech 
that was not parochial, bat national, 
broad enough to embrace the whole of 
Canada, here were flashes of fire 
here and there elicited by infrequent 
interruptions, and it was in his effec- 
tive and silencing replies to these that 
hia fighting ability showed itself. 

The enthusiasm which greeted him 
when he entered the rink eccompan- 
ied by Mayor McDougall, Senator Roy, 
Premier Rutherford, Hon. C. W. 
Cross, J. R. Boyle, M.P.P. for Stur- 
eon, W..H. McKenney, M.P,P. for 
Bt. Albert, and John A. McPherson, 
M.P.P. for Stony Plain, was tumultu- 
ous, A thousand flags waved a greet- 
ing. 1t was eminently fitting that the 
man who has represented Edmonton 
lor twenty-two years, ten in tne 
Northwest Council, and twelve in the 
House of Commons, and who has been 
a resident of Edmonton thirty-two 
years, Who not only hewed out 
home as a pioneer of the West, but 
whose ability, judgment and honesty 
has placed him in the front rank of 
Canada’s statesmen, should receive so 
pronounced a demonstration of ad- 
miration at the hands of the people 
ot his home city. 

The keynote of his speech was the 
clear-cut, unequivocal declaration that 
the Liberal government has definitely 
decided to construct the Hudson Bay 
railway, His pronouncement on this 
issue to the West in the present cam- 
paign, was received with cheers. This 
statement followed his presentation of 
irrefutable evidence sheckling the 
Conservative party to. the policy of 
railway monopoly, a policy which de- 
nied the demands of the West for ade- 
quate railway facilities, a policy which 
found further expcession in the oppo- 
sition to the construction of the Grand 
Trunk Pacific. “When our oppon- 
ents had exhausted every obstructive 
tactic which a free Parliament per- 
mits, they had to let the Grand Trunk 
Pacific Bill pass through Parliament,” 
he said, “but they told the people the 
Liberal government did not mean to 
build the railway, if was only an 
election promise. You have the evi- 
dence before you, and just as the Lib- 
eral government, undertook the con- 
struction of the Grand Trunk Pacific 
it will undertake and carry to comn- 
pletion the Hudson Bay railway. Do 
you want the Hudson Bay Railway, 
or do you not? That is the question 
to be answered on October 26th,” 

It was inevitable that he should de- 
vote some attention to the charges of 
extravagance made against the gov- 
ernment by their opponents, and the 
manner in which he disposed of these 
wag peculiarly effective. He admitted 
large expenditures—which, however, 
have never in eleven years exceeded 
the country's revenues—but the in- 
creased expenditure was justified by the 
years, who not only hewed out a 
policy of expansion and development 
n the West.

FOG ON ST LAWRENCE. 
Ties up Navigation and Delays Mails 
Passengers Make Merry. 


Montreal, Sept. 24—The dense pall 
of fog and smoke which for the past 
week has stopped all navigation be- 
low Montreal and Quebec, lifted for a 
brief spell today and during that time 
four large ocean liners, the Manches- 
ter Exchange, Englishman, Montrose 
and Coaling, managed to creep into 
port, having taken nearly five days to 
make the 167 miles between the two 
ports.

HIGHLY PRACTICABLE 


Rev, A. McClain Banting, Missionary 
from James Bay, a, Strong Advocate 
of This Outlet for the West, Goes 
North as Diocesan Secretary at Grand 
Prairie. 


Rev. A. McClain Banting, who fer sev- 
eynl years was a travelling miseionary 
in the wilds of Northern Ontatio, and 
Who during the past vear has been dio- 
e@san Secretary for Moosenee with head- 
quarters at Moose Factory on James Bay, 
is in Edmonton for a few days before 
taking up his new field of labors. He 
leaves shortly to become diocesan. secre- 
tary for Athabasca and will, probably 
make his home either at Grand Prairie 
or Lesser Slave Lake. 

In his life and work on the shores of 
James Bay, Mr. Banting has had a very 
eventful career and has learned by ex- 
perience all the lights and shadows of 
pioneer life in the far north. To a Bul- 
letin representative he stated that he has 
a fond admiration for the north country 
und would like to see it peopled with the 
thousands who live a «qualid. moneton: 
dus life in the great tities” He ~ never 
fails to put in a good word for the In- 
dian trapper, hunter or guide. The In. 
dian, he says, is a brick who will look 
atter you with infinite éare even at the 
great est inconvenience and even suffer 
Me would sooner be in 
the hands of an ‘Intlian than many a 
white man when trustworthy service is 
required, 

Qpening of North Ontario. 

“Have the Indians had a successful 
year along the Bay?" Mr. Banting was 
asked, 

“The fur trade was fairly good but 
game Was scarce was the reply. Alt last 
winter the rabbits were not at all plenti- 
ful and moose had nearly all been killed 
off the previous year when they were so 
numerots that 19 were seen along the 
shore in’a distance df 75 miles. Some of 


Ontario government .however, is doing 
something for the north country by open- 
ing up an experimental farm at Drift- 
wood city, a few hundred miles from 
James’ Bay. At a point where the new 
transcontinental line crosses the Matta- 
gami river, T called at the home of the 
cashe man and found that he had an ex- 
cellent garden supplied with all kinds of | 
vegetables. Vegetation on every hand was 
luxuriant, Spruce timber grew two fect 
thick at the butt. There are immense 
areas of spruce, poplar, birch and Balm 
of Gilead. The cause ofthis wonderful 
growth is the great clay helt in this re- 
gion, It is this which the Onta+io pov- 
ernment wishes to utilize for farming 
operations 

“Another great assistance in opening 
up the country,” continued Myr Banting, 
“ig the construction of the Temiseaming 
and Northern Ontario Railroad which 
now runs within 200 miles of Moose Pac- 
tory, This will be of great service in 
bringing the Bay in direct touch with | 
eivilization,”’ 

Breeds Learn Efglish. 

“Tlow ave conditions on the Bay at the 
present time?" 

“Practically all communication with 
thé outside world is obtained by the 
north route through the Hudson Bay 
passage, All provisions are brought in 
from England by thjy route and mails 
carried regularly three times a year.Only 
one mail carries newspapers. Of a popu- 
lation of four hundred only, a.dozeu ave 
whites, the remainder-being Indians und 
half breeds, “These people have the Cree 
syllablic but they have no literature nor 
any means of rising higher than. their 
present level. They eannot make any 
progress until they leaen the English 
language which wi]! give them access to 
thermovements in the outer. world, This 
past year a school, with aecommodation 
for 100 pupils has been built. The prin- 
cipalship of this Bishop’s school has heen 
my duty and this year T have had 45! 
children under my care.” 

The Hddson’s Bay Company. 


“Moose Factory,” said Mr, Banting, 
“is the headquarters for the Hudson's 
Bay Company on Hudson Bay. Dr. 


Milne is factor there and all the factors 
at the various trading posts come regu- 
larly to Moose Factory to report. They 
are a fine lot of men, of keen intelligence 
and good education. They make the great. 
est use of the lending brary at. Moose 
Factory which is supplied with many 
up-to-date books. Charlton Island is also 
an important Hudson's Bay point. ~The 
ocean vessels unload there and a tug con- 
veys the produce from there to the var 
ious trading posts. The furs are shipped 
from here after having been collected 
from the traders. Revillieon’ Bros., who 
ure the competitors of the Hudson's Bay 
almost duplicate these operations from 
their post on Stratton’s Island,” 

; The Hudson Bay Route. : 

“What is your opinion of the Hudgon 
Ray route fo the British market whieh: is 
Ss anuch under consideration?” 

“b think it is a very practicable 
route,” replied Mr. Banting emphatie- 
ally, “A knowledge of the currents of 
the Bay will clear up mueh of the difft 
culty.” The dvitt ice comes in all the 
year round from the north and passes 
along the West coast of the Bay, Inéom- 
ing ships may take advantage of 
curvent all the way to Fort) Churchill 
whieh is the terminus of the proposed 
Nudson’s Bay railway. The difficulty lies 
with’ the shore ice, a great deal Gf which 
is floati.g around the Bay even as late 
as the month of August. Small vessels 
ean not, make any progress through the 
ice but large vessels with ice breaking 
appliances have very little difficulty."

est medical man of recognized merit 
op attainments can possibly ‘be a1. 
anti-vaccinist,”” and quotes as anti- 
vacciniste several eminent men. Fou 
of these are Herbert Spencer, W. FE. 
Gladstone, Proi, Wallace and Prof. 
Newman. Will “Sufferer” enlighten 
the public by stating what medical 
degrees these gentlemen ever obtained 
other than honorary, and what medi- 
cal college conferred these degrees? 
Also will he be 6o kind as to refer me 
to any article written by W. E. Glad- 
stone, Sir James Paget, E. M. Cruik- 
éhank, Herbert Spencer er Prof. New- 
man, which will prove his assertion 
that they were anti-vacciniets; if so 
did they die in the faith? It is true 
Prof. Wallace, naturalist and philos- 
opher, born in 1823, has dimmed his 
otherwise splendid reputation as a 
writer of repute, by publishing articles 
in 1885 and 1898, in which he opposed 
the vaceingtion theory, his arguments 
being based on vaccination as it ex- 
isted prior to the introduction of calf 
lymph vaccine. He gave evidence be- 
fore the recent royal commission on 
the subject, but this commission, in 
its report condemned his views, which 
were properly considered erroneour. 
Dr. Chas, Creighton writes an article 
in the Encyclopedia Britannica,which 
does not bring the subject up ‘to “a 
date beyond 1884, and is based on the 
old method of vaccination with its 
attendant effects. The article is unre- 
liable and out of date just as are a 
great many others in the same splen 
did work. Notwithstanding that he 
does not accept the advanced views 
on vaccination he gives statistics in 
this article which show that a mueh 
larger proportion of unvaccinated per- 
sons take the disease than the vac- 
cinated, As to whether he still shines 
as a medical light I have no informa- 
tion, but prodably he,like “Sufferer’s” 
other prominent men, has crossed thi 
Great Divide. If “Sufferer’’ has ac- 
cess to the Encyclopedia Britannica | 
would refer him to the article on 
sinallpox by Prof, Afflick, M.D., med- 
ical examiner, University of Edin-

“Although in most civilized coun- 
ities its ravages have ‘been greatly 
limited by the protection afforded by 
vaccination, yet epidemic outbreaks 
are far from uncommon, affecting es- 
pecially those who are unprotected 
OQ whose protection has become weak- 
ened by peas of time.”

ions,
